Many of our readers may not know that 
at least one High School is emulating the 
best private schools in presenting “ aic- 
vantages.” The Whittier Union High 
School not only employs a supervisor of 
music, who supervises the work in the 
grades and in all of the districts compos 
ing the Union High School District, but 
gives space to a teacher of piano instruction. 
They have an orchestra, etc. Music is given 
credit toward graduation. Why not? The 
High School must for many children be the 
limit of scholastic work. The Whittier High 
School is not polytechnic in title, but it 
has afforded instruction in music, athletics, 
manual training, oratory and drawing, aside 
from the ordinary courses for preparation 
for the University. It comes nearer realiz- 
ing the truth of the stock term, “People’s 
College,” than almost any other institution 
in the state. It may not have proved en- 
tirely satisfactory (we have no recent de 
tails) but some such plan ought to succeed. 

If you can’t try the whole scheme, try 
music anyway, and have Mrs. Sweezy ex- 
plain to your teachers how it can be done. 


SUPERINTENDENT COOPER OF SE- 
ATTLE ON TEACHERS’ AGENCIES 








The writer is frequently asked for his 
opinion of teachers’ agencies, whether rep 
utable teachers enrolled in them, and what 
is of much more interest to the teacher, 
whether school boards recognize their value 
and patronize them. I answer, yes, assured 
ly, to both questions. Good teachers, some 
of the best in the land, make use of the 
agency to put themselves in communication 
with employers of whom they could no! 
know without the aid of the agency, whose 
business it is to ascertain where vacancies 
exist, what kind of talent is required, and 
what remuneration will be paid. Schoo! 
boards and superintendents recognize that 
it is the business of agencies to enroll good 
teachers, and that a wide-awake agency is 
always on the alert for the discovery 0! 
teachers for whom it will be easy to secure 
employment because of their preparatior 
and ability. There are, however, two kinds 
of teachers’ agencies. One kind conducts its 
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business upon a basis such as to promote 
the confidence of both teachers and em- 
ployers, the other kind pursues methods that 
are ruinous to its own interests ultimately, 
and assassinates the faith of teacher and 
school board in such instrumentalities. The 
former knows where vacancies exist and 
has been invited or encouraged to nominate 
candidates, and in nominating uses discrim- 
ination both as to the number and quality 
of those named for places. Such agencies 
communicate with the employers and fur- 
nish them with as full information as they 
can of the candidates, and put the candi- 


dates in communication with the employer. 
The latter often merely surmise that va- 
cancies will occur, and recommend teachers 
on their lists to apply, and never communi- 
cate with the employers at all. 

There are a number of really honorable 
and well-conducted agencies in the country, 
both East and West, and there are a few, 
too many, of the other kind. It is to be 
hoped that the latter will ruin their own 
business, as they surely will, before they 
too seriously damage the agency business.— 
“American Journal of Education.” 





Chapters From the History of California 
J. D. SWEENEY. 


Fovurta Parper—Continued from June number 


The actua] beginning of California history 
is the founding of the first settlement 
rather than the discovery, just as the his- 
tory of the United States opens with James- 
town and Plymouth rather than with San 
Salvador. For many years Russia had been 
slowly moving down the Pacific Coast from 
Alaska, and Spain and Mexico spent many 
anxious moments about the steady onward 
movement of the sealers from the North. 
Already some had reached the limits of 
California, and unless Spain wished that 
coast to fall into the hands of another, it 
was of utmost importance that she occupy 
the land. So it can be seen that the settling 
of the new territory was a political move 
rather than a religious one, as is generally 
accepted. The church was selected to take 
an active part in the settlement, as that 
part of the work would be done without cost 


After much preparation, four divisions 

started from Mexico City early in 1769. 
to the State, which at this time was not over- 
prosperous. 
Two were by land and two by sea. 
Diego and Monterey were the objective 
points of these undertakings. Gaspar De 
Portala had charge of the civil department 
and was to be Governor of the new prov- 
ince, and the religious work was under the 
supervision of the famous Father Serra. 

The second water division on the “San 
Antonio” reached San Diego on Apri! 11. 
The “San Carlos” arrived on the 29th of 
the same month; the first land party came 
in on May 1, and Portala and Serra did 
not arrive until July 1. Thus two hundred 
and twenty-seven years after its discovery 
did San Diego become the first permanent 
settlement in our California. 


San 
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The voyages and overland trips were not 
all holiday pastime. Nearly all of the crew 
of the San Carlos were taken with scurvy 
on the way up and all died except the cook 
and one sailor. She was about sixty-five 
days longer making port than was the San 
Antonio. The sore on Father Serra’s foot 
became so bad that his men were almost 
forced to carry him on a litter, but the old 
Stoic refused. The march, however, was 
slow and wearisome. 

The 16th of July was chosen as the day 
upon which the cross was raised, as that 
was the anniversary of the great victory 
over the followers of the Crescent in 1212. 
Accordingly, when that day came, the first 


mission was established by appropriate 
ceremonies. The natives looked on in stolid 
indifference. In fact, there was but little 


progress toward conversion at the San Diego 
mission, a year passing before the first con- 
vert was made. This was not the experi- 
ence of any other mission in the State. 

The story was related that a lad about 
fifteen became very friendly with Father 
Serra, who taught him some Spanish. This 
boy was urged to bring some child for bap- 
tism, and at last a father came forward 
bringing a child, after being promised a suit 
of soldier's clothes, to which he had taken 
a fancy. Great preparations were made, 
and one of the officers was to act as god- 
father. Just as the priest raised his hand 
to place the water upon the babe’s head, the 
father, with a whoop, seized his son and 
was off with a bound, not forgetting to take 
the suit. 

This incident always brought the ‘tears 
to the eyes of Father Serra whenever told, 
as he ever attributed the loss of the child’s 
soul to some sin of his own. 

The San Diego natives readily accepted 
any clothing offered, but for a long time 
feared the food of the whites. This latter 
was a blessing, for if the natives had been 
as eager for food as they were for other 
articles, the friars and their followers would 
have been soon starved out. As it was, 
every available article of clothing was stolen, 
and even the San Carlos was boarded for 
plunder. This necessitated leaving a guard 
upon the vessel and weakening the force 
on shore. The natives became more inso- 
lent than ever after this, and in August 
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made an attack upon the whites. The na- 
tives were repulsed, one Spaniard being 
slain. 

But long ere this, July 14, 1769, even. be- 
fore the founding of the San Diego mission, 
Portala had set out with about sixty men 
to locate at Monterey. Strange as it may 
seem, they were not able to recognize in 
summer the bay visited by Viscaino so 
many winters before. Portala went on to 
the north probably as far as San Francisco 
(some of the soldiers reported having seen 
a vast inland sea) and then returned. A 
cross was set up on the north and another 
upon the south side of the Peninsula of 
Pines stating that they had been unable to 
locate Monterey. The expedition reached 
San Diego in January. 

Portala, utterly discouraged, advised im- 
mediate return to Mexico, as their store of 
supplies was about exhausted, and the “San 
Antonio”, long overdue, had not been heard 
from. Father Serra, loath to depart, en- 
deavored to overcome this. But at last he 
promised that if relief did not come within 
nine days he would consent to abandon the 
mission. Day after day was spent in prayer 
and at last the day to leave was at hani. 
All were astir preparing for the departure 
on the morrow, when in came the “San An 
tonio” from the north, having missed the 
port. Joy filled the heart of the goo. presi- 
dent, and for many years he celebrated tie 
day with special services. 

Thus did the first settlement narrowly 
escape being a failure. Haa it been s0, 
there is no doubt but that the history of 
California would have been different. Prol- 
ably the Russians from the north would 
have secured the coast, or more probably, 
it would have fallen into the hands of 
England. 


Serra believed that the bay described by 
Portala was none other than that of Mon- 
terey, and through his influence a land an‘ 
a sea expedition were sent to the nort! 
early in April of 1770. The “San Antonio” 
reached the harbor on May 31, and on June 
3 Fathers Serra and Crespi arrived. They 
had no difficulty in recognizing the bay 4s 
that visited by Viscaino. On the 3d of 
June a bell was hung in the branches of a 
oak, a cross was erected, the royal standard 
was unfurled and a mass sung, probab!) 
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upon the same spot where Viscaino had 
offered the same in 1603. This mission was 
called San Carlos Borromeo. 

For six years this was the most northern 
settlement. Shortly after the founding of 
Monterey, Father Serra, to remove the na- 
tive neophytes from the corrupting influ- 
ence of the Spanish soldiery, went across 
the narrow peninsula and established his 
mission at the mouth of the Carmel river. 
There the capital mission still stands. 

The news of the successful founding at 
Monterey was hailed with great rejoicing at 
Mexico. A solemn thanksgiving was cele- 
brated, as it was felt that now the new 
territory was in the hands of the Spanish. 

In July, 1771, San Antonio de Padua was 
founded. Four years later this station was 
raided by the Indians, but withstood the at- 
tack. Today it stands solitary and -de- 
serted. 

Two months after the foundation of San 
Antonio, San Gabriel Archangel was dedi- 
cated. The next year San Luis Obispo was 
established; then came a period of inactivity 
for four years. During this period Father 
Serra visited Mexieo to secure the separa- 
tion of the missions of old California from 
those of New. This he succeeded in doing, 


> 


and also secured many privileges for the 
work he was doing in the new field. Soon 
after his return to Monterey the founding 
of San Juan Capistrano was decided upon. 
Before the actual] settlement was effected 
news was received from San Diego that 
upon the night of November 4 (1775) about 
800 Indians had made an attack upon the 
whites, the entire number of whom was 
two priests, two carpenters, four soldiers 
and one blacksmith. 

Father Jayme was awakened by the noise 
and flames and, thinking that an accident 
had occurred, rushed out, to meet a group 
of natives. He saluted them as usual, when 
they fell upon him, and in the morning his 
bruised body was found near by, naked, and 
pierced by eighteen arrows. 

Another band assailed the hut wherein 
were one of the carpenters and the black- 
smith; the latter sallied forth and was Slain. 
The other carpenter was upon a sick bed 
and unable to defend himself. He, too, was 
killed. Two of the soldiers were wounded, 
but so gallant was the defense of those left 
that they were able to hold out until day, 
when the Indians, fearing that aid might 
come to the Spanish, retired.
